3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $3,500.00  for  our  share 
of  the  cost  of  building  a  bridge  over  Bradley  Brook  on  the 
Bradley  Brook  road.  $1,750.00  to  be  raised  this  year  and 
the  balance  to  be  hired  and  raised  next  year. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  Eastman 
School  House  by  closed  bids. 

5.  Toseeif  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  2^o  discount 
on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  30  days  of  the  tax  bill. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $25.00  for  Civil 
Defense. 

7.  Toseeif  the  town  will  raise  $100.00  for  the  support 
of  the  EasternSlope  Regional  Airport  for  the  current  year.

The  Stow-Chatham  Community  Library  was  started 
many  years  ago,  but  nothing  has  been  done  in  it  for  some 
time,  until  this  past  year.  The  books  were  in  the  Eastman 
School,  butasitneeds  costly  repairs,  the  school  board  has 
given  the  library  permission  to  use  the  Center  School  Build- 
ing. The  books  were  moved  in  December. 

As  we  greatly  need  new  shelves  and  new  books,  the 
library  applied  to  the  Clarence  Mulford  Trust  Fund  in  Fry- 
eburg  for  financial  help  and  was  awarded  $150. 00  by  the 
committee  to  be  used  for  purchase  of  new  books,  shelves, 
and  general  supplies.  Also,  received  a  private  donation  of 
$25,  00  for  new  books.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  196 9  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area.  Fre- 
quent rains  kept  the  danger  to  a  minimum  and  there  were 
few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be 
easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern 
the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws 
follows: 
FIRE  PERKIIT 

A  Fire  Permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incin- 
erator, grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burn- 
ing. Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to 
9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  pro- 
perty with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's 
property  with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  per- 
mission of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such 
fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the 
White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not 
required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces 
have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

PENALTIES 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.  00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  tiian  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  reck- 
lessly that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is 
$500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 

Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.
